While

have more “hands” by a 
dozen or so than they had ih the be­ 
ginning, there are not as many “f ing­ 
ers in the dough,” as there used to 
be. In fact in this new day of ma­ 
chine work not a humand 
hand 
is 
used in making or wrapping a single 
loaf of wheat or rye bread at the 
Twin City Bakery. The only time a 
hand touches the Twin 
City 
bread 
material is when the attendant lifts 
the uniform dough loaves and moves 
them away to the great bakeries. 
These 
bakeries 
or ‘ovens” 
as 
Mr. 
Strother calls, them, are not at all 
like the 
ovens in which our 
great 
¡grandparents cooked biscuits 
av ay 
back when they cooked on the fire 
place and 
placed the 
“skillets 
or 
round shaped pot metal oven amid 
the flames and also heaped coals of 
fire on the lid over the skillet. The 
ovens used at the local 
bakery 
are 
three in number and each one is larg­ 
er than an ordinary bedroom but not 
of such high ceiling, of course. The 
local bread ovens are only about 1 1-2 
feet high—just room enough to get 
the loaves in and out without incon- 
venience.
